An old book on the watercourses of China by 
one Kiah Tan mentious two creeks bolow the 
Qity of Sung-kiang, one called the Shang-hai 
Pa, and tho other Hia-hai P'a, ‘Tha first gives 
name to the modern city, and the second namp 
still existe-near-the China Morchants'Wharfio 
Hongkew. Shanghai was several times attacked 
by Japanese pirates during: the fein. of tho 
Ming ‘Bmporer Kin-tsing (about 1550), and it 
was a8 a dofonce against thore that tha present 
city walls were built. Tradition anys the Hwang 
P'n River owes its nama to Hyang-Hish (men- 
tioned in Mayars’ Manual), who, over 2,000 years 
ago, bad it dug out and onlarged: His title of 
Prinoe of Ch’an-shén gives to Shanghai ono of 
ita fancy names, familiar to ‘ill readera in tho, 
word Shén-pao or ‘Shanghai’ Reporter.”

MANILA,

The N. C.. Drily News says:—-Tho money and. 
exohange markot of Manila is having a great 
effect'on our‘atock and shnroe market, andit fs, 
possible that the heavy, fall in ratos which 
has takan place in tho Philippines may. produco 
bad rasnlta in other directions, Exchange jn 
Manila, which ot the beginning of March was 
3/8y per dollar had fallen to'3/3 by tho middlo of 
last: wook, This moans heavy lossog for all who 
havo to make remittances to England, and it is 
therefore not surprising that great: disquietnde 
Loxiatod iu banking and commercial circles at the 
date of last advioos, or that tho po: nis viewe! 
with alarm by panplo in the South, whose busi: 
ness relations with Manila are closa and considar- 
able. Under these circumstances, and after do~ 
liboration together, o telogram was sunt ot the 
end of March, by the Manila Govornment, at the 
‘instance of bankers aud merchants, asking tho 
Government ‘at Madrid to sanotion tho suspon- 
sion of the coinage of the money of low touch— 
i olf dollars o€-835-tonch—and 
to substitute, tha coiuage of dollars of 900 fine 
and of 25 grarames, which shall bo admissible in- 
to Bpain; and also tore-stamping, resallar, with 
tho Spaniah arms tho Moxican dollara now enr- 
tent in the country. Thia telagram said that 
those measure, will avert misfortune, but our cor- 
respondént Ieads us to bolieve that although the 
Manila Government had sent home these repre- 
sontations it did not hoartily. support ot loast 
part of them. One of the high offici

The ourrency of Manila wasa gold one before 
the depreciation of silver sot in, and was, 
naturally, exported to London when the other 
motal and ‘exchange: fell, its place’ being taken 
for a time by. Carolus dollars, ‘which, we. may 
mention, were’ohiefly, obtained -here and’ in our 
neighbourhood. Thess Carolus dollars have in 
thoir turn been almost all oxported to Spain, 
nd the currency of Manila virtnally consists of 
oxican dollaré. Tho latter aro, by Manila 
law, not allowed ‘to be imported,* but -those 
which find ‘their way into the islands sro 
permitted to .psss ourrent, ,It is essential 
to remémber this, as an impression prevails 
here that they have not boon onrrenoy in the 
Philippiaes.
